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CHAPTER I, 


OnJEOT AKD GENEtlAri ArPUCATION 0? THE riSaER ^nI^T STSTEM. 

1. Tho development of railways, tlio extension of steamer 

services, and other improved means of convey- 
nnco have afforded numerous facilities to crimi- 
nals of gettinff away from parts where they aro known to fresh 
raiding grounds, where the assumption of a false name is suffi- 
cient to prevent the local police from acquiring any informa- 
tibn as to their past history. 

Information as to tho past criminality of persons is of use 
to tho police for the purpose of obtaining enhanced punishraent, 
if specific information is on record against them of having boon 
convicted of offences punishable under Chapter XII or XVII, 
Indian Penal Code, and which can be proved in Court under 
the law which regulates admission of proof of previous con- 
victions with reference to the effect of section 75, Indian Penal 
Code. In other cases tho identification of a suspect is useAil 
in many ways for the due administration of tho Criminal Law. 

The necessity of devising means of identifying such crimi- 
nals notwithstanding any precautions they may take to conceal 
their identity has led to the introduction of the Finger Print 
System. 

2. As hereafter explained, the ‘ rolled ’ impressions of tho 

digits, the * plain impressions of the Index, 
•iitcB. Middle, Ring and Little fingers, the name, 

parentage, caste and residence of the person treated, with full 
particulars as to his past criminal history, are duly recorded on 
o Finger Print SUp. This is transmitted to the Finger Print 
Bureau, where it is kept on record after being classified ou a 
system which admits of its being readily traced. If the person 
thus delineated bo rearrested at any subsequent time, and his 
previous history has not been fully as^rtained, 'the rules re-

CHAPTER III. 


Method op ta-kiko fikoer pniNia. 

9. The oppllaucca required for inking finger prints com- 

prise a tin slab, an India-nibbcr roller and a pot 
Ari.i>*ncci. jnk. Theso must bo kept scrupul- 

ously clean and free from dust, grit and Iiairs. The slab should 
bo freshly cleaned before use each day, all particles of old ink 
being rubbed oft. The roller when not in use should bo kept 
wrapped up in a piece of clean oiled paper. Both slab and 
roller should periodically bo cleansed with soap, benzine, or 
kcrosino. Tho pot of ink shonld bo kept tightly closed when 
not in use. 

10. The slab must bo porfcotly smooth and should bo 
propsraiion of Wiped free of uust before usc. A small quantity 

■ppHsocct. of tho ink should then be put on tho slab with 

tho point of a knife and the roller used to bring it down to tho 
finest possible film so that tho tin is dimly visible through^ the 
ink. Experience has shown that it is easier to start with a 
very small quantity of ink and to increase as necessary. If too 
much ink has been put on tho slab, a shoot of paper laid on it 
and rolled over with tho roller will generally reduce it suffici- 
ently. If the ink is dry and thick, it will bo found that with 
a little perseverance it can be worked up smooth on the slab. 

11. The fingers of tho subject should be thoroughly 
inVing tho fin- Washed (with soap if necessary) and rubbed 

' clean and dry as tho slightest perspiration on 

the finger will cause blotches and blur the print. Only the 
inner portion of the upper phalanges of the finger should be 
inked. To take a ‘rolled’ impression place the finger on the 
inked slab, the plane of the nail being at right angles to the 
slab, and turn over till the bulb surface, which originally faced 
to the left, now faces to the right. For a ‘plain’ impression 
place the ridge surface of the finger fiat upon tho inked slab. 

12. Prints should bo invariably bo taken on the authorized 
T.iing impres. Finger Print Slip (Form No. I). In tho Slip 

space has been allowed for the ‘ rolled ’ prints 
of all the ten digits, as well as for tho * plain ’ prints of tho four 
fingers of both hands. The headings of tho Slip are self ex- 
planatory. 
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13. A ‘ rolled.’ print is obtained by placing the inked thumb 

or finger on the paper so that the plane of the 
pnnts. ^ iiail is at right angles to the plane of the paper. 
The thumb or finger should then be pressed lightly on the 
paper and turned over so that the bulb face which originally 
faced, say to the left, faces to the right, the plane of the nail 
being again at right angles to the paper.

Subjects suffering from 
open cuts or scars in any of the upper phalanges 
of the fingers shonid not (if this can be arranged) 
have the prints of such fingers taken until the 
cuts or scars have healed. 

(c) All names, whether of persons or places, should be 
written very legibly, all entries should be as 
concise as possible and convictions entered in 
chronological order. The name and designation 
of the trying Magistrate should be given in 
column 3 of convictions. 

{/} The Finger Print Slips of females whether sent for 
search or for recoru should always have the word

Five yeais’ continuous good service as a Proficient will be 
held to have established the claim of a Constable for promotion 
to tho rank of a Head-Constable, provided a vacancy exists 
and the Constable has passed the dejmrtmental examination - 
piescribed for Head-Constables, Civil Police. One Proficient 
of the lank of a Hcad-Constnblo wbase work is considered to 
be tho best in the Province maybe nominated by the Deputy 
Inspector-General of Police, C. I. D., every year for admission, 
into the Police Training School, provided he fulfils the neces- 
sary qualifications.

. * officer who can recognise the accused as the 

nrisonor who underwent the previous sentence of imprisonment 
ut, It such witnesses to identity cannot be obtained, identity 
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may bo proved, under Sections 45 and 73 of tbo Indian Evi- 
dence Act (I of 1872) ns amended by Act V of 1809, by means 
of export o\ jdenco for which purpose the lecordSlip must be 
obtained from the Bureau by which the accused was traced and 
the services ot an ' Expert* requisitioned fioin the Provincial 
Buieau. 

The otficers attached to the Pinger Print Bureaux' are the 
only persons who should ordinarily bo called ns “ Experts in 
Pinger Punts ” within the meaning of Section 45 of the Indian 
Evidence Act.

Uses and classification op Pinoeii Prints. 

91. The employment of tho Finger Print System has not 
uic» of iiQgcr been restricted to the Police Department, but 

Fnnts has been introduced into all branches of public 

business, being particularly well suited to tbo requirements of 
a country where the mass of the people arc uneducated, and 
fa'sc peisouation is an e\il which even the penalties provided 
by the penal laws aie powerless to control. It would be tedious 
to cnumeiato at greater length the many uses which the system 
is being put to, and its value as a means -of authenticating 
testamentary dispositions cannot be over-estimated. 

It must be recognised that the inti eduction of Finger 
Prints in proof or dispioof of identity where the person in 
question is Known and accessible, and has given his mark ou^i 
previous occasion is an extiaordimuily efficient method of 
preventing perjury and personation. No objection can be 
laiscd on tho gioutid of religion or caste, or rank in society or 
sex, so there is no prejudice to be overcome in obtaining it. 
The Government lias been so fully convinced of the effectiveness 
of this system, and of the certainty of the results it yields, tliat 
the Indian Legislature has passed a special Act (Act V of 
1899 — India Council) amending the Law of Evidence to the 
extent of declaring relevant tho testimony of those who by 
study have become proficient in Finger Print decipherment.

These are 
found well developed in the ncwly-bom child, and can be ren- 
dered more apparent by partially closing the hand. So far os is 
known at present they iulfil no particular office, being nothing 
more ihau the lines of flexure of the skin, and are of interest 
only to students of palmistry. The less conspicuous but much 
more numerous lines aro the papillary ridges which appear 
over the whole surface, giving to it an appearance that may be 
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body except in these minute nnd hitherto disregarded ridges." 
In speaking of the persistence of the marks on the fingers, the 
phiase mn-’t be taken to apply to the details of the lidges and 
to the qcneial character of the pattern ; not to the measure of 
its length, breadth, or other diameter, these being no more 
constant than the stature or any other of the ordinary anthro- 
pometiic data.

The darlv lines, marked a, h, a.e the central 
ridges of the two Loop sjstems, the ridges which contain “ the 
points of the core." In 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, Fig. 29, these ridges «, 5, 
have their exits on the same side of the right hand delta. In 
6, 7, 8, 9, these ridges have their exits on different sides of 
the right hand delta. 

The following distinction, therefore, differentiates Lateral 
Pockets fiom Twinned Licops. In Lateral Pockets the ridges 
containing the “ points of the core” ?iat’c their exits on the same 
side of the right delta ; in Twinned Loops the ridges containing 
the “ points of the core " have their exits on different sides oj the 
right delta. 

109. Under Composites are also included the relatively 

small number of patterns too irregular in outline 
* ‘ to be g^roup^d under Central Pockets, Lateral 

Pockets, or Twinned Loops; they are termed, in the absence of 
a batter nomenclature, Accidentals.

110. Aa about two impressions out of every three are Loops, 

gai-diThion of sub-division into Ulnar and Radial fails to 
Loopi b; ridgo split them up into groups sufficiently small, and 
cenatiagr. jj. jg necessary therefore to still further differ- 

entiate them by what is known as ridge counting. Fig. 86 repre- 
sents the ridges of an ordinary Loop. The lineSB joins the two 
terminal points, “ inner ” and “outer terminus.” _ If the ridges 
which are cut by the lino SB are counted, they will be found to 
number 17, so this Loop is specialised as a Loop with 17 ridges 
or counts. If it is the impression of a right hand digit it would 
be also specialised as Uinar ; if of a left hand digit as a Radial 
Loop. 

In ridge counting it must be remembered that the tivo termi- 
nal points are excluded from cotmf, that ridges like G, which 
run close up to without meeting the line SB, are also excluded, 
and that when two ridges result from a bifurcation ns at D, close 
to tho lino SB, both are counted. 

111, If Fig. 36 be again more closely examined, many other 
chartc- details of the ridges will be noticed. The 

tenitiei. core ” is a “staple” whose right limb bifur- 

cates at B, and whose left limb bifurcates at D and again at E« 
in the ridge which immediately surrounds the core ridge is a 
sma 1 island to the'?eft of D, and another in the third surrounding 
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ridge directly Rbovc A. These iaUuda come out dearly in 
the diagram/but in actual impressions they might appear ns a 
bulging out or thickening of the ridge, duo to the ink running. 
At G the ridge bogins.abruptly and ends abruptly ofc H, at ^ 
another ridge begins abruptly, at L another ridge bifurcates, at 
O another lidgQ begins abiuptlj*. And there are many other 
similar details. These abrupt beginnings and endings, islands, 
bifurcations, &c., aro known as liidgo Characteristics, Each 
marked departure from tho general system of reticulation may 
be thus utilised.

trtciBg. pared no ditRcalty is experienced in determin- 

ing whether they are impressions of the same or of different 
fingers. But as it is convenient to have them subdivided into 
regular groups the manner in which this is done is now 
described. 

In all impressions of the above two types there are two 
deltas, one to the left and the other to the right. These deltas 
are formed either by the bifurcation of a single ridge, or by the 
sudden divergence of two ridges that up to this poiat baa run 
side by side. Taking to lower ridge of these two in the left 
delta, its course is followed, and it will be found either to meet, 
to go inside, or go outside the con esponding ridge of the right 
delta. When the ridge whose course is being traced stops short, J 
the course of tho ridge next below it is followed ; when the ridge 
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bifurcates, the trach'ig proceeds along the lower line of bifurca- 
tion. When the ridge whose course is iraad meets the corres- 
ponding riglit delta ridge the Whorl is specialized as “M;” 
when this lidgo goes inside, it is specialised as “ I,” when out- 
side as “ 0." 

To secure an even distribution of I, M, O Whorls, it has 
been found necessary to provide that if the ridge whoso course 
is traced goes inside or outside the right delta ridge witii not 
more than two ridges intervening between them, sucb ridge is 
considered as though it actually met the corresponding ridge. 
“ I ” therefore means that the left delta ridge-goes inside the 
right delta ridge, with not less than three intervening ridges ; 
“ O ** means that the loft delta ridge passes outside the right 
delta ridge, not less than three ridges intervening ; and “ M ” 
means that the ridge whoso course is traced actually meets 
the corresponding ridge, or that they are not apart by more 
than two intervening ridges- The definitions will be readily 
understood from the drawings {Fig. 87), where the ridge course 
traced is marked by the arrow head. Sec Illustrations 183
